In the middle ages, hovever, Old boo}. covering Jspanese 
the varriors constituted 2 history, scene of Japanese 
specially privileged class, with c*vil war. 
the result that a feudel 2g¢ was 
ushered in. 
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Fortunate’y, however, with tho achievement of 
the great undertakin=s of tho MEIJI Restoration, 
the Imperial Rescrips on Military conrcription 
was iessued in November 1372, (ins Sth year of 
MEIJI) whereby the vasic nrirci, .e of universal 
military conscription was revised as of yore. 


This was indeed tho greatest refuim of the past 
thousand years. 


In short, we returned to the normal path of 
tho timo of our countzy's e.tavlishment. The 
privileged and proressions’ troops wore abol- 
ished, the fuur social classes made equal, 
soldiers and J/armers combined, anu’ at the 
saméd time the rospensiviiity for national 
defonse was put vu. the whole of the people, 
and the troops were placed unde: the personal 
command of the Enperor as was the caso in 
anciont times.

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Lastly, I want to estate briefly regarding arma- 
monte. It goce without saying that armament is 
necessary, but it rosts primevily on manpowor, 
and manoover rosts first of ail on its spiritual 
elomont.
